GENERAL  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  Fair  will  be  opened  Monday,  October  1st,  1883,  at  2  p.  m.,  and  continue 
until  Saturday  October  6th,  at  6  p.  m. 

The  gates  will  be  opened  at  8  o'clock  a.  m.,  of  each  day,  and  at  that  time 
every  officer  is  required  to  be  at  his  post. 

All  goods  or  machinery  shipped  in  care  of  Secretary  will  receive  strict  attention. 

ENTRIES. 

No  exhibit  of  any  character  will  be  permitted  to  compete  in  more  than  one 
class,  except  as  specified  in  Class  rules. 

No  entry  fee  will  be  charged  in  any  department  except  Speed  Ring.  Entries 
in  any  division  or  class  can  be  made  at  any  time  before  the  Fair,  by  application  to 
the  Secretary,  either  by  letter  or  personally,  and  at  the  Secretary's  office  on  the 
Fair  Grounds,  up  to  12  o'clock  m.,  on  Monday.  For  entries  in  Speed  Ring,  see 
rules  of  said  ring. 

No  entry  can  be  made  after  date  above  mentioned,  unless  in  case  of  unavoid- 
able detention,  and  then,  only  as  long  as  the  books  are  not  in  the  hands  of  the 
Awarding  Committee. 

Blank  applications  will  be  furnished  on  which  to  specify  exhibitor's  name  and 
address,  with  description  of  the  animal  or  article  ofiered. 

Articles,  which  are  the  result  of  mechanical  or  artistical  skill,  must  be  entered 
by  the  artist,  manufacturer,  contriver  or  agent.  Articles,  which  are  the  products 
of  the  soil,  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  the  producer,  and  by  him  or  his  agent. 

Every  animal  must  be  entered  for  competition  in  the  owner's  name,  and  by  him 
or  his  agent. 

Exhibitors  will  be  furnished  by  the  Entry  Clerk  with  duplicate  cards,  describ- 
ing each  article  entered  for  exhibition.  These  will  be  countersigned  on  the  receipt 
of  the  article  into  the  exposition.  One  of  these  cards  must  be  conspicuously  attach- 
ed to  the  articles  which  it  describes,  and  the  other  must  be  retained  by  the  exhibi- 
tor and  be  presented  as  his  order  for  the  delivery  of  the  articles  specified  at  the 
close  of  the  Fair. 

No  expense  will  attend  the  entrance  of  animals  or  articles  for  exhibition. 

In  order  to  preserve  the  general  harmony  of  the  Exposition,  and  to  make  the 
display  of  goods  symmetrical  and  attractive,  the  Board  reserves  the  right  to  direct

the  general  arrangement  of  all  articles  on  exhibition,  and  to  regulate  the  style  and 
size  of  all  signs  and  show  cards  used  in  advertising  all  goods  shown. 

An  especial  feature  of  this  Exposition  will  be  the  permission  to  exhibitors  to 
make  sales  of  goods.  It  is  to  be  understood,  however,  that  goods  so  disposed  of 
must  be  immediately  replaced,  or  remain  until  the  close  of  the  Fair. 

AWARDING    COMMITTEES.- 

Awarding  Committees  in  each  class  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  the  articles 
entered  for  competition,  shall  be  appointed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Super- 
intendents of  divisions,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
Persons  so  appointed  shall  be  notified  by  the  Secretary. 

No  ptrson  shall  act  as  Judge  in  any  class  in  which  he  may  be  an  exhibitor. 

No  article  or  animal  deemed  unworthy  shall  be  awarded  a  premium,  nor  shall 
any  article  or  animal  be  awarded  a  premium  higher  than  it  merits,  even  if  there 
be  no  competition. 

Awarding  Committees  will  only  award  premiums  to  articles  or  animals  entered 
in  their  respective  classes;  but  they  are  requested  to  examine  all  articles  or  animals 
in  the  miscellaneous  classes,  and  recommend  those  deemed  meritorious  for 
mention. 

Should  any  doubt  arise  as  to  regularity  of  entry,  or  other  important  matters, 
which  the  Committee  feel  incompetent  to  decide,  they  will  at  once  report  the 
same  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  proper  department. 

Qualifying  words  must  be  given  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
mentioned  in  the  premium  list. 

RULES    APPLICABLE    TO    ANIMALS. 

No  animal  will  be  allowed  to  run  at  large  on  the  grounds.  No  horse,  animal 
or  vehicle  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed  on  the  part  of  the  ground  set  aside  for 
visitors  on  foot,  except  such  as  are  under  control  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Every  article  or  animal  upon  the  grounds  shall,  during  the  Exposition,  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  and  while  every  precaution  will  be 
taken  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  same,  the  Association  will  in  no  case  be  respon- 
sible/or any  loss  or  damage  wJiich  may  occur. 

Exhibitors  of  animals  may  have  a  man  for  the  care  of  the  same,  pass  in  and  out 
at  will,  without  charge. 

REFRESHMENTS. 

All  persons  occupying  booths  and  furnishing  refreshments,  are  required  to  lay 
in  their  supplies  before  8  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  for  thai  purpose  ticket-,  of  admission 
will  be  ;nven  for  themselves  and  wagons. 

At  precisely  S  o'clock    A.  M..  the    grounds   will    be   cleared    of  all  wagons   and 
persons  not  entitled  to  remain.      These  rules  will  be  rigidly   adhered    t<>,  unless  by 
lal  permission  of  the  General  Superintendent.

Size  should  be  close  upon  sixteen  hands,  and 
weight  not  less  than  one  thousand  two  hundred  pounds.  A  "leggy"  animal  for 
draft  is  always  to  be  considered  defective  as  a  breeder  especially.

CONDITIONS  FOR  RUNNING. 

Contests  for  running  premiums  will  be  governed  by  Lexington  rules,  unless 
otherwise  specified  in  programme. 

The  first  horse  in  all  purses  will  receive  60  per  cent.;  second,  30  per  cent.; 
third,  10  per  cent.,  unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  programme.  Entrance  fee 
on  purses,  10  per  cent. 

Five  entries  required,  and  three  to  start.  A  horse  that  is  ruled  out  or  dis- 
tanced will  not  be  entitled  to  second  or  third  money.  A  horse  that  distances  the 
field  will  be  entitled  to  one  money  only. 

Money  must  in  all  cases  accompany  the  entry.  Entrance  for  purses  will  close 
at  n  o'clock  the  evening  before  each  race,  at  the  Secretary's  office. 

CONDITIONS  FOR  TROTTING. 

All  the  races  to  be  mile  heats,  best  two  in  three,  unless  otherwise  specified  in 
the  programme,  and  conducted  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  "The  National 
Association  for  the  Promotion  of  the  Interests  of  the  American  Trotting  Turf." 
Entries  to  be  made  in  accordance.  Five  entries  required  in  all  trotting  races,  and 
three  to  start. 

The  first  horse  in  all  cases  will  receive  60  per  cent.;  second  horse,  30  per  cent.; 
third  horse,  10  per  cent.  Entrance  fee  10  per  cent.  A  horse  that  distances  the 
field  will  be  entitled  to  one  money  only. 

In  all  heats  where  eight  or  more  start,  the  distance  will  be  150  yards.  Heats 
in  each  day's  races  may  be  trotted  alternately. 

The  Association  has  the  right  to  declare  "off"  such  races  as  they  may  be 
unable  start  (by  occasion  of  bad  weather  or  unavoidable  causes),  before  4:30  p. 
m.,  Friday,  October  5,  entrance  money  in  such  cases  refunded. 

Time  must  be  made  in  each  race  within  ten  seconds  of  its  class. 

All  entries  forwarded  by  mail  or  telegraph  to  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary.

This  arrangement  includes  stock  and 
articles  from  Kansas,  Colorado,  Arizona  and  Texas. 
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Our  Annual  Exposition  is  an  exhibit  of  and  for  the  whole  Territory,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  every  citizen  will  take  a  hearty  interest  in  it.  Let  every  one  who 
possibly  can,  bring  something  to  exhibit,  so  that  the  resources  of  our  great  Terri- 
tory may  be  fully  represented.  Minerals,  stock,  grain,  vegetables,  wool,  —  every- 
thing that  is  or  promises  to  be  a  source  of  wealth,  should  be  so  exhibited  on  this 
occasion  as  to  show  to  everybody  what  can  be  done  here.
